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EDM ON TON

There are a million stories in the 
naked city. In Edmonton, they all seem to 
start with “I was just gonna stay a couple 
of years, then move on.” That’s what I 
was planning when I left Rocky Mountain 
House in 1982: I had every intention of 
being a big-city homo. For God’s sake, 
the bathhouse had already been shut 
down, they said so in Alberta Report. 
What kind of “city” would do that? 

What I wasn’t counting on was 
meeting Edmonton. And, like so many 
weary travellers, I found a place for 
myself in this icy capital city, managed to 
put off the big move for sixteen years (so 
far), and fell head over heels in love with 
the artistic community. 

This tale is repeated over and over in 
Edmonton; one chapter belongs to Roger 
Schultz. 

In 1989 Schultz, clutching a fresh 
BFA in Theatre Design, left his 
hometown of Lethbridge and headed 
north. “I moved to Edmonton thinking it 
was a step that would take me to a much 
bigger place,” he recalls. “That was nine 
years ago.” Since then, Schultz has 
entrenched himself into the local scene as 
a “quadruple threat.” That means not 
only is he an accomplished actor, singer, 
and dancer, but an award-winning theatre 
designer as well. He also plays a mean 
piano, and can arrange barber shop 
quartet harmonies. 

Having seen Roger around town for 
years, I finally got to know him while we 
were both stuck in chorus-boy Hell last 
Christmas. The show was Hello, Dolly, 
and we both agreed that the chorus was 
no place for stars like us. The back row 
of all the dance lines was regularly saved 
for the tallest boys, and Roger and I found 
ourselves positioned at the back with 
alarming regularity. One of our duties 
had been to move a piece of restaurant 
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Set for success 


furniture off the stage and somehow we 
managed to turn it into a dance move that 
grew nightly until it became its own 
performance piece. When the stage 
manager came into the dressing room and 
said “All right, guys, up until now, it’s 
been funny, but I can’t have you bunny- 
hopping across the back of the scene,” we 
immediately changed it to the Madison 
step from Hairspray. 

This Christmas, Schultz appears 
again in The Citadel’s Christmas 
production of The King and I. 

Not only has Schultz performed at 
the Citadel Theatre during the regimes of 
Robin Phillips and Duncan McIntosh, he 
has both performed and designed for 
Teatro la Quindicina, Workshop West, 
Northern Light Theatre, Stage Polaris, 
and the St. Albert Children’s Theatre. 
This month finds him in double-design 
mode, designing sets for both Anne of 
Green Gables for The St. Alberta 
Children’s Theatre (“my third kick at that 
one”) and a musical version of The Diary 
of Anne Frank called Yours, Anne at Stage 
Polaris. 

Not bad for a guy who says his first 
love is actually acting and performing. 
“My heart was always in acting. But 
design became a means. I just possessed 
a competent facility for design,” he says 
modestly. Competent enough that his 
brilliant sense of line and style have 
garnered him three Sterling Awards in 
design, two of them for the Teatro la 
Quindicina production of Stewart 
Lemoine’s The Lake Of The Heart. And 
his set design for Lemoine’s Shocker’s 
Delight went to Toronto and received a 
Dora nomination. 

Ah, the irony of it all. To top it off, 
his first Sterling award was accepted by a 
friend while he pulled an all-nighter 
designing lights for a show in Ft. 
McLeod. And his second wave of 
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trophies he barely remembers, because he 
pulled a groin muscle in the opening 
ceremonies of the awards show, doing a 
somersault off the stage in a Solid Gold 
rendition of Fame. After bagging his 
second Sterling of the night, he went to 
the hospital and spent two hours in a 
hallway in Emergency. Who says art isn’t 
dangerous? 

Schultz’ secret to success would have 
to lie in his diversity, and being multi- 
dimensional has paid off: he has spent the 
last five years supported only by his arts 
income (the mark of success—no waiter 
job!). “I’ve been very fortunate in 
Edmonton,” says Schultz, whose career 
possesses an air of spontaneity. “I’m not 
big on big pictures... maybe that’s how I 
ended up staying here.” We agree that it’s 
easy to get obsessed with making a living 
in this biz. Blink, and a decade has 
passed. 

Somewhere within that decade was 
Schultz’ “catastrophic summer of coming 
out”. “Considering where I do my work, 
I should have known that there would be 
support for me. The general reaction 
wasn’t surprise or shock, but ‘what took 
you so long?’ The truth was, it took a 
while to get over the fear I had been 
raised with.” The closet door didn’t open 
for Schultz until a few years ago. During 
Hello, Dolly!, we chatted a lot about this. 
Does when we come out affect our 
future? Roger is an example of ‘better 
late than never’, while I come from ‘the 
sooner, the better’ school of thought. 
“Being gay is a part of my life and being, 
but it’s not all I’m about,” he says, “I like 
being a visitor in the club scene, but I 
think that making ‘gay’ the center of your 
existence is kind of missing the point.” 

There doesn’t seem to be any 
bitterness over his religious upbringing, 
despite the intensity of being raised an 
Evangelical Christian. “I walk into a 


church now and then,” he muses, “but the 
religious environment feels pretty 
foreign. For thirty years, I was told what 
my spirituality was, and I blindly 
accepted that. Now, I’m finding out 
what’s good for me. I have a spirituality, 
whatever that is. I just can’t define it 
yet.” Now he’s 36, happy, and in love. 

In November, Schultz will add his 
voice to the chorus of writers and 
performers who make up the Loud and 
Queer Cabaret, presented by Workshop 
West Theatre, November 6 and 7. In its 
fifth year, the weekend features lesbigay 
writers, musicians, poets, actors, and 
singers. Schultz has just promised me 
that we can expect to see his stunningly 
slimy lounge character, Steel Sterling, 
and his twelve-minute Helen Reddy 
medley. Originally debuted at The 
Johnny & Poki Variety Hour (where we 
also met Roger’s creation ##!$%&##!? 
The Mime), Steel is a vision of polyester 
and pinache. Look for him, along with 
other members of queer culture in 
Edmonton... changing the world one 
show at a time.

I was on my way to this particular 
trog’s office to tell him to keep his dirty 
little mind out of my sex life when it 
dawned on me that he might not be alone. 

Did a lot of straight men spend their 
time wondering what other people do in 
bed? 

Well, this summer, I got my answer 
in spades. 

A lot of straight men (and a fair few 
women too, it appears) simply can’t get 
enough of what other people do when 
reason surrenders to passion. For them, 
it is not enough to know that, when it 
comes to trailer park trash, Ol’ Bill is a 
bit of a hound—not by a long shot. 

A belated confession and abject 
contrition, feigned or otherwise, won’t 
do. When it comes to Monica humming 
Hail To The Chief, people want specifics 
and they want ‘em all. All the time. 

Where? When? How many times 
and in what positions? 

And was that semen or special 
sauce? 

All of which has set me to wondering 
just what it is that drives straights to this 
seemingly insatiable and rather 
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distasteful curiosity about other people’s 
private moments.

Sharp also stresses the significance of 
raising funds in a battle against both a 
disease and its misconceptions: “new cases 
have almost doubled from the figures we 
saw in the early 90’s. People have let their 
guard down, thinking that there’s a pill or 
something they can take the morning after— 
there isn’t.” 

On a positive note, AIDS Walk Canada 
has raised over $12 million for HIV/AIDS 
prevention, education and support services. 
Funds from this event also form the bulk of 
the annual budget for many community- 
based AIDS groups. 


On September 27th, Canadians coast to 
coast marched just a little bit closer to 
victory in the war against AIDS. In Calgary, 
this year’s attendance more than doubled 
with over 1000 participants coming out to 
show their support, raising over $55,000 in 
the process. Edmontonians put the best foot 
forward once again this year, with over 1400 
people participating in their Walk and over 
$78,000 being raised. 

Sadly, in the grand scheme of things, 
this year’s national AIDS Walk campaign 
was down in overall participation figures 
from 70,000 down to 50,000. This also 
affected the total revenue generated, 
bringing last year’s amount of $3 million 
down to $2.5 million. 

“It’s largely due to apathy,” says 
National AIDS Walk Coordinator Michelle 
Sharp. “There’s a horrible misconception 
out there that this disease is under control 
and it’s not.”

When beginning an exercise regime, 
the very first thing to do is find a facility that 
meets your expectations and needs. It should 
be safe, fun and offer the resources you 
require. It is not unlike buying a new car: no 
one goes out and makes a major purchase 
without checking under the hood, and at 
least asking some simple questions first. 
Finding the right facility for you is a similar 
process. 

When you first go to a gym, let them 
know that you want to look around and are 
interested in getting some information about 
the club. You should be able to get at least 
a one-day pass (and, at best, a week pass) 
that allows you to check things out. If you 
are looking at investing in a membership, 
you should have the opportunity to “test 
drive” a facility; this may mean speaking to 
the manager or marketing person and letting 
them know that you are a prospective 
member. 


‘CHECKING UNDER THE HOOD’ 

The first few times you are at the 
gym—and on your initial tour—try to focus 
on four main points: programs, services, 
equipment and clientele. Go to the club 
during peak times as well as slow periods to 
see if staff and services are available and 
accessible as suits your needs. It is also 
important to find out the reputation of the 
gym; you get what you pay for—yust like 
anything else. Make sure you are 
comfortable with your choice before making 
a decision. What is the clientele like? Are 
the facilities kept clean and safe? A good 
gym should be a place where you enjoy 
going.

Salinger, reviewed September 22 at 
Karma Local Arts House 

For Calgary musical duo Salinger, 
harmony is key—in all things. Five years 
and many songs ago, Collin Smith and Rob 
Braile discovered a mutual love for music 
around a campfire one night while both on 
‘active duty’ as summer camp counsellors. 
Over the last half-decade, the two have 
grown more focused and _ confident 
(“aggressive,” they say), honing their skills 
and expanding their repertoire at various 
venues around the city. For Smith, lyrics and 
singing are the focus of his involvement with 
Salinger; Braile’s preliminary goal is to write, 
and make, music. The diversity in their 
interests does not end there, however, as the 
two are somewhat of an exercise in social 
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harmony: Smith is gay, Braile is straight. 
And the two couldn’t be better matched as 
friends or musicians. “We have a mutual 
respect for each other’s talents and interests,” 
says Smith, “...neither one of us has felt a 
need to broadcast our sexuality—but at the 
same time we’re not banging people over the 
head with it, either. It’s about the music.” 

For Smith, this is a homecoming of sorts, 
having left music in his graduating year of 
high school, largely due to his choir’s attitude 
about his sexuality. 

Braile sees his involvement as an 
integral part of his life, coming from a 
musical family and having played guitar from 
the age of six. 

As for the music—best described as 
‘acoustic folk’—Salinger runs the gamut

from original compositions to cover material 
from such diverse performers as _ the 
Tragically Hip, Sarah McLachlan, and U2. 
They even manage to “dig up the roots” of 
the decidedly pop Supremes standby Stop In 
The Name of Love. But it is on their own 
pieces that the duo really shines, slipping into 
the material as if it were a comfortable and 
handsome old sweater. The song What If is a 
prime example of this formidable strength. 
Overall, Salinger offers a warm and easy 
sound that is at once inobtrusive and intense. 
This is pure and honest musicmaking at its 
best—Shawn Colvin comes to mind as an 
example of a _ similar performance 
experience.

Throughout North America, Hallowe’en 
has been an unofficial gay holiday for 
decades. In San Francisco, the entire Castro 1s 
shut down to accommodate a giant annual 
street party. Perhaps what made—and 
continues to make—Hallowe’en so appealing 
to gays and lesbians is the element of 
masquerade. Historically, homosexuals had to 
disguise themselves as heterosexuals — to be 
able to pick a costume of one’s own choosing, 
rather than one of social necessity, had to be 
very liberating. And it continues to be 
liberating. 

While Vancouver does not have the 
weather to support a large autumn street party

Initially held 
at the Vancouver Aquarium, the event quickly 
outgrew the confines of one of Stanley Park’s 
most interesting features. (A friend who 
worked at the aquarium at that time 
commented that the fish were stressed out by 
the loud thumping disco music.) The next stop 
for the VMC’s Hallowe’en bash was the BC 
Enterprise building on the old Expo lands. 
This year, the party will be happening at the 
Beatty Street Armories. 

Event coordinator Heather Clower says 
that the move was based on economics. 

“Tt’s getting harder to find venues that 
don’t have their own liquor licences in place. 
The chorus relies on the revenues that are 
made through hosting the bar,” she says. 

Prizes for best costume include an X- 
Files script autographed by David Duchovny, 
Gillian Anderson and series creator Chris 
Carter, gift certificates to some of the city’s 
finest restaurants (including Delilah’s) and a

“A lot of creative people really go to 
work on the theme,” she says, adding that last 
year’s Close Encounters theme attracted a 
plethora of androids and robots, as well as 
some very intriguing headgear sported by the 
city’s dynamic drag duo, The Big Wigs.

(Last 
year, some of the treats along the Descent to 
Hell alley included five singing Frida Kalhos 
crammed on a co-op balcony, devils popping 
out behind tombstones propped up against a 
garage door, and a skeleton who wailed on his 
electric guitar atop an old Victorian heritage 
house.) The event culminates in a grand finale 
of torch choreography and fireworks. 

So start your night off with some 
ghoulish fun off Commercial Drive and then 
get ready to party the night away at the Beatty 
Street Armories. You won’t be disappointed.

On Thursday September 3, 1998, the 
Supreme Court of Canada ruled, by a 
narrow majority of four to three, that 
people who do not tell their sexual partners 
that they are HIV-positive, or deceive them 
about their status, can be held criminally 
responsible for aggravated assault. . The 
maximum sentence for aggravated assault 
is fourteen years in a federal penitentiary. 

Henry Cuerrier, who is HIV-positive, 
was charged with two counts of aggravated 
assault after he had unprotected sex with 
two female partners. One woman had 
asked Mr. Cuerrier whether he was HIV- 
positive and he lied about his status. The 
second woman did not ask and Mr. 
Cuerrier did not tell her. He had sex with 
both women more than once and in the 
context of an ongoing sexual relationship. 
During both relationships Mr. Cuerrier 
knew that he was HIV-positive and had 
been instructed by a public health nurse not 
to have unprotected sex and to tell his 
sexual partners about his status. 

The majority of judges on the Supreme 
Court held that people who have 
unprotected sex without disclosure of their 
HIV-positive status will void the consent of 
the other person to the sexual act. Thus, a 
person having sex with someone who is 
HIV-positive must be made aware of the 
other person’s status and must consent to 
having intercourse with a partner who is 
HIV-positive. The Court said that true 
consent cannot be given if there has not 
been disclosure of a person’s HIV-positive 
status. The reason for their decision was 
that a person’s failure to reveal his or her 
positive status is fraud and fraud will 
nullify the consent of the other person. 
Without that consent the sexual act 
becomes an assault. 

The effect of this decision is that 
people who are aware that they are HIV- 
positive are under a duty to be truthful 
about their status and must tell their 
partners that they are HIV-positive if they 
are intending on having unprotected sex. If 
they fail in their duty to disclose this 
information, then they can be convicted of 
aggravated assault. 

Three Justices disagreed with the 
majority, but for different reasons. One 
Justice held that the Court had not gone far 
enough. Madam Justice L Heureux-Dubé,

The dissenting judgement 
recognized that the criminalization of 
conduct is a serious matter. It stated that

would criminalize non-disclosure 
nonetheless. This effectively writes out 
consent as a defence to sexual assault in 
such cases. The offence of sexual assault is 
replaced by a new offence—the offence of 
failure to disclose a serious risk.” By 


writing this Madam Justice McLachlin 
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expressed her opinion that mere non- 
disclosure alone cannot nullify consent. 
She goes on to later state, however, that if a 
person lies to their partner then that will 
nullify consent. 

The risk of having unprotected sex is 
well-known and publicized by the 
government and public health workers and 
people have been told repeatedly not to 
engage in sexual activity without adequate 
protection. Nevertheless, people who 
know the risks continually engage in 
unprotected sex and, as a result, are 
becoming infected. This is evidenced by 
the fact that the rate of HIV infection is 
again on the rise. If these people who 
know the risk of infection engage in sexual 
activity, do not protect themselves and do 
not ask their partner, then one must ask 
whether he or she has accepted the risk of 
infection. By asking this question, 
however, one opens oneself up for criticism 
because they can be seen as blaming the 
victim.

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The house that hair built

Timothie Hill: rebel hairdresser? An 
oxymoron perhaps, but given the risks this 
Edmonton entrepreneur has taken with his 
business in the past year-and-a-half, rebel is 
a label not far off the mark. Hill purchased 
his own building in central-north Edmonton 
in early 1997 (not far from Commonwealth 
Stadium) and, after some initial problems 
with zoning and city bylaws, succeeded in 
creating a thriving business that has gained a 
reputation for quality and innovation in 
haircare and design. 

Outlooks spoke to Hill about his 
background, his new business, and his 
clientele. 

Outlooks: Let’s start with your move. 
You changed locale. Why? 

Hill: Well, I was on 118th Avenue and 
93rd Street. And I’d been there about two- 
and-a-half years. Id been involved in a 
relationship for three years and we broke up, 
so I felt I needed a change... 

Outlooks: Was this person someone 
you were in business with at the time? 

Hill: No, no. Ive always been in 
business on my own. It was basically a move 
done for financial reasons. I decided that it 
was ridiculous to be paying two overheads, 
and I’d been looking for something of my 
own to buy for a few months, where I could 
live and work. It’s funny because when I 
opened up that first business, I decided 'd 
check out the neighbourhood. And I walked 
past this little pottery studio several blocks 
away. I totally fell in love with it. This is 
going back a couple of years. Then I forgot 
about it. And whenever I went to look for it 
again, I could never find it—I would ask 
around but nobody else ever knew where it 
was. Then one day, after having looked at a 
couple of properties with a real estate agent, 
for some reason I took a different turn on my 
way home, and I drove past it. It had a “for 
sale” sign in the window, so I bought it. 

Outlooks: Then what happened? 

Hill: We had to go through so much 
legal red tape, because the space was zoned 
‘commercial retail’, and a hair salon is a 
‘commercial service’. But not only a hair 
salon is commercial service, so are garages 
and places like that. So when I applied to the 
city to get legal permission to have my 
business there, I was declined. They didn’t 
want to rezone it because if I moved out one 
day, a garage or something might open up. 
And that would be disruptive to the 
neighbourhood. So, in minus thirty-five 
degree weather sometime in December, the 
owners of the pottery studio and I went 
around the neighbourhood and got people to 
sign a petition. We put this whole history of 
the building together, and went in for the 
application, and I was still declined! So, I 
went through the development appeal board, 
with all the same information, but I also had 
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letters from politicians and community 
league presidents and stuff like that, and the 
city wrote a letter to the residents of the area 
to see if anyone wished to complain, and no 
one did. So they granted me a “major home 
occupation”. 

Outlooks: How did you make this 
career choice? 

Hill: When I was 16 years old, I was 
walking one day away from Edmonton 
Centre, and I passed by a hair salon called 
Bilbeau, and there were all these bizarre, 
cool things happening. There were people 
with funky clothes and hair—rainbow 
coloured hair—and I just stood there and 
watched. And I must have stood there for 
hours, because I saw clients go in and out, 
and I knew that that was what I wanted to do. 
That was my calling. And that’s been the 
only thing, the only profession I’ve ever felt 
real passion for in my life—it gives me a real 
sense of fulfillment, making people feel 
good about themselves. 

Outlooks: So what did you do about 
training? 

Hill: I went to work at Keith of London, 
an upscale salon (one of the first upscale 
salons in Edmonton). I think the smartest 
thing I ever did was walk into Keith’s salon 
for a job that day. I learned how to take care 
of clients from the best. But I was a difficult 
employee. 

Outlooks: So when did you finally 
work for yourself? 

Hill: I opened my own business in 1995 
and graduated in 1991. So I worked in a 
couple of different salons at first, again, 
being a very difficult employee... 

Outlooks: You keep saying that—why? 
Did you want to do things a specific way? 

Hill: Well. (takes a breath) when I 
worked at Keith’s I would go into work 
stoned everyday. He could tell—by the 
afternoon I’d be coming down and I was 
pretty moody. I didn’t know at the time that 
Donald, one of the stylists there, had been a 
“problem drinker”. One day Keith called me 
into the office and told me how Donald used 
to come into work drunk, and he went on to 
tell me how Donald was able to stop drinking 
and find a 12 step program to live a happy, 
fulfilled life. Donald was someone I wanted 
to be like—he had a full clientele who loved 
him. He had a great body, went to the gym— 
had a kinda perfect ‘gay man’ image. He 
had this presence about him, very confident, 
and had good friends. Donald had 
everything I wanted for myself. Keith told 
me this story but I didn’t know I had a 
problem with drugs or alcohol. I just thought 
“poor Donald, glad he got his s**t together, 
good for him”...but it wasn’t long before it 
became really obvious that I had a problem, 
too. It took awhile before I could admit it to 
myself, but I finally did and I started going to 
these meetings with Donald. I’ve been clean 


and sober ever since. 

Outlooks: Who do you cater to, in the 
way of clientele? What do you do? 

Hill: I do strictly hair. I specialize in 
colouring and highlighting. That would be 
the feather in my cap. I would say that 
probably eighty percent of my clients are 
women, between twenty and sixty; however 
the largest percentage is in their thirties and 
forties. The other twenty percent are gay 
men. Not many heterosexual men, although 
Ihave a few. 

Outlooks: Well, I wonder if most 
straight men just don’t go to a barber. 

Hill: I think they like to go to well- 
endowed blondes. I really do. (laughs) I 
started a weight training program a few 
months ago and I’ve threatened my clients 
that ’'m going to start topless hairdressing as 
soon as my body’s ready. But I don’t think 
one could actually get away with that. It 
would be totally against the board of health.. 

Outlooks: If a customer comes to you 
for the first time, how do you approach what 
they want? How do you reach a happy 
medium with what you want and what they 
would like? 

Hill: Basically, I find out why they’re 
there. I want to know if they had some kind 
of bad experience somewhere, or if they just 
moved. Or if they’re salon sluts, and don’t 
stay with one stylist. And if they were 
dissatisfied where they were going I try to 
find out why, and make a decision as to 
whether or not theyll be happy with me. I 
find out what kind of haircut they want, how 


they want it, and do my best to provide the 
best cut they’ ve ever had. 

Outlooks: Regarding your gay clients, 
is what people want a reflection of the 
diversity within the culture: young, old, 
conservative, radical. Do the requests you 
get vary along those lines? 

Hill: Most of the time my clientele is 
conservative. I don’t have the same age 
range in my male clientele as I do with the 
women. Most of the men are our age (30's, 
40’s) and professional. I have a couple of 
students. One of them wanted me to do his 
hair in the rainbow flag for Gay Pride in 
Toronto. But most are conservative and 
want to look as “GQ” as_ possible. 
Fortunately that’s my preference. A gay man 
knows how to make men look good. And I 
can make men look good. 

Outlooks: Where do you get your own 
hair done? 

Hill: I have a girl I go to. She does a 
good job—but sometimes not completely 
what I want. But that’s what happens to 
everyone. I have to be strong when I’m 
sitting in her chair and let her know what I 
want. I know that powerless feeling you can 
sometimes have when you’re a client and in 
that chair, so I have to be sure she knows 
what I want. And everyone should feel that 
way. I go the same way that everyone else 
does—people refer you to a stylist. Or you 
know someone who has a good reputation. 
But for me, it’s educational to go to other 
places, to see what they're doing. Some 
hairdressers go entirely by their egos, and 
you have to be careful. They don’t listen, 
and do what they want rather than what the 
client wants, and justify it afterwards. Me, 
I’m much more concerned about what the 
client wants. You make suggestions and we, 
hopefully, can reach a compromise together 
if I think what you want will be horrible. P'd 
never, ever do anything to a person’s hair that 
I wouldn’t admit to.

Stephen King struck gold when he 
discovered that the most frightening things 
in life are also the most possible. In this 
age of scientific hocus-pocus, the once- 
farfetched concept of genetic manipulation 
has now become an_all-too-probable 
reality. The Twilight Of The Golds, while 
not typically a thriller or horror film, 
strikes a chilling chord with its focus on 
reproductive predetermination and the 
questions—not answers—it poses. 

Suzanne (Jennifer Beals) and Rob (Jon 
Tenney) are two newlyweds expecting their 
first child. In the process of testing the 
fetus for life-threatening illnesses (at the 
clinic where Rob is employed, no less) they 
discover that their child may run a ninety- 
percent chance of being born homosexual. 
Complicating this matter further is the fact 
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(Faye Dunaway and Garry Marshall). 
What follows is an exercise in selfishness 
and emotional chaos, as family members 
all around try and influence Suzanne’s 
decision whether or not to keep the baby. 
At times, Twilight runs to high 
melodrama in an attempt to make its point 
and the impact is lost. But when a true note 


is hit, largely due to a very able group of 


performers, this film delivers like a punch 
in the stomach. 

Beals (Flashdance, The Bride— 
forgive and forget) is surprisingly good in 
her portrayal of the besieged Suzanne. 
Brendan Fraser also handles his role with 
great skill, playing peekaboo with the 
“grey” nuances of his character (he also 
makes a pretty good homo, for a 
mainstream __ straight-boy). Rosie 
O’Donnell tackles a smattering of scenes 
with an ease and charm from which many 
of her Hollywood contemporaries could 
learn. The only really weak link in this 
entire production is Faye Dunaway, who 
teeters on the brink of hysteria throughout 
with her one-note portrayal of The Jewish 
Mother. 


It is easy to vilify and dismiss many of 


the characters in The Twilight Of The

Golds; however, while it may not be easy, 
it is also not so hard to see the matter 
through their opposing eyes. For many of 
us, our sexuality has been second nature for 
as long as we can remember. What is also 
significant in the memories of our lives is 
the struggle, difficulty, and very real pain 
that many have experienced as a cultural 
minority. Was that struggle necessary? I 
think so. Would / do it all over again? I 
know so, and I know many others would as 
well. If we were in a position as parents to 
prevent our children from facing such 
adversity, would we do so? That, for some, 
is not always so easy to say. 

It doesn’t take great art to inspire 
discussion, only ideas and courage. The 
Twilight Of The Golds is not great art. It’s 
not even a great film. But it is a good one, 


and the ideas it presents and the discussions 
it will encourage are most definitely 
worthy of a rental. 
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Homo 101—myinh or reality?

If you recall in February of last year, 
Calgary’s public school board was in quite 
a controversy regarding the passing of a 
proposal that would offer protection and 
supportive counselling to gay and lesbian 
students and staff. As anyone could have 
guessed, this little plan didn’t sit too well 
with many parent committees and religious 
groups in the city, and gays and lesbians 
became a hot topic of many editorials for 
the entire month. It seemed as though that 
validating youth in “queer” sexual 
preferences was a crime. This month, I 
decided to do a little bit of investigating, 
and find out if the Calgary Board of 
Education was really “walking the walk” 
they talked about a year and a half ago. 

We can all remember what our high 
school experiences were like. I’m sure 
some stories are prettier than others, but we 
all share common ground in the sense that it 
wasn’t a glorious time. During that point in 
our lives, we were all consumed with what 
we looked like, how we acted, and even 
what we smelled like! Let’s face it, image 
was (and is, in a lot of cases) everything. 
With youths wanting to be so many 
idealistic things in the world, it would truly 
be rare to find a youth who wanted to be 
gay, especially in high school. Of all the 
“easier” things you could be, why would 
you want to be that? 

I’ve been out of high school for two 
years now and, even though my experience 
wasn’t the least bit glamorous, I’m sure 
things have changed since I was there. I 
thought it would be far more beneficial if I 
talked to youth who are still in the system 
and share their stories with you. If anyone 
could really tell if things are getting better 
for lesbigay students, it would be these 
people. 

Michelle is a closeted grade eleven 
student at a public school here in Calgary, 
and she has good reason to be. “I wouldn’t 
feel comfortable talking to any of my 
teachers, not even my guidance counsellor,” 
she says. Even though the intention of the 
new guidelines was to highlight support 
available to lesbigay students, she notes that 
“there are no pamphlets, or posters that talk 
at all about being gay.” Michelle isn’t so 
sure that posters would be a good idea in 
her school anyway: “it’d probably only stay 
up if it was in a good area” (away from the 
boys’ locker room, for example—Heaven 
forbid those jocks feel some sort of threat 
towards their masculinity by being exposed 
to gay paraphernalia). I asked her if even 
the traditional sex education class had 
changed to offer more insight into 
homosexuality: “They talk about it briefly, 
but not very much is said, it’s just basically 
skipped.” Are we surprised? 

Next, I spoke with Keith, a recent 
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graduate of Catholic school, and he sums up 
his last year as “complete Hell.” Like most 
of us who were out in our academic lives, 
he did so by accident, and as the rumor 
mills began to turn around and around, so 
too did his world at school. “My good 
friends were totally understanding, but it 
was the ones who did have a problem with 
it who influenced others in the school who 
didn’t.” In other words, it didn’t matter 
whether it was right or wrong, it’s just those 
who had the most influence in the school 
that made the final judgment. After 
significant change in Keith’s behavior, 
friends and a concerned drama _ teacher 
began to question what was bothering him. 
“Eventually I had to talk to my drama 
teacher and a counsellor about what was 
going on. I fell into a serious depression 
period and people close to me were 
beginning to notice.” Keith was skeptical 
that there would be much support for him at 
his school (being Catholic) and became 
very isolated, contemplating suicide many 
times. 

“T wanted to get out of there fast,” says 
Keith. It wasn’t until his drama teacher 
explained to him that being gay wasn’t a 
bad thing and that she knew plenty of gay 
people. As the final months of his high 
school years approached, he came to a 
conclusion: “T said to myself “screw them’; 
I finally realized that what they thought 
really didn’t matter and that university was 
only months away and everything would be 
different then.” Not only was the 
depression a growth experience for Keith, 
but something that would, in turn, benefit 
other lesbigay students in his school as 
well. “After I recovered from the 
depression, I had four other students come 
out to me,” he says, noting that he wishes 
that there had been another student he could 
have talked to, just as these four kids went 
to him. 

Anna is a survivor, a role model for 
queer youth. And she’s only fifteen! She’s 
been out in her Catholic school for over a 
year now, and is notorious among the “in” 
group as “that lesbian.” But through it all, 
she’s tolerated it and kept a smile on her 
face. “Nobody really picks on me 
physically because I fight back,” she says, 
“T only wish I was as quick-tongued as 
some fags, but I survive.” When she walks 
down the hallways in her school, she often 
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hears “Look, there she is, that’s that lesbian 
girl!” Anna’s been singled out like some 
sort of alien, but she really doesn’t care; 
she’s seen it all before. “Most teachers 
don’t do anything about it except ignore it, 
they’re pretty much deaf and blind. 
Although there was this one time in my 
mechanics class and this kid called me a 
dyke, and—surprisingly—my teacher 
shouted out ‘remarks like that will get you 
kicked out of my class.’ So that was cool.” 
But even the strongest of us need to let off 
some steam every now and then. “There’s 
this one counsellor I can talk to,” Anna 
confides, “even though he can’t do anything 
because it’s a Catholic school, he’s at least 
there to listen and to vent with.” At Anna’s 
school, real education about homosexuality 
is a definite no-no. “Rumors of gay 
students are quite common in my school. 
I’ve seen boys—who / don’t even know if 
they are gay—get the crap kicked out them 
by jocks who thought they were.” Anna is 
a believer that girls have an easier time 
coming out in school than boys do. “With 
girls, the jocks think it’s kinky or 
whatever... like there was this time when I 
was seeing this girl, and I got boys coming 
up to us, asking if they could watch us make 
out.” However Anna does have some 
advice to youth out there who are struggling 
with this sexuality battle: “be careful, be 
cautious, and be aware of who you tell. 
And most importantly, go at your own 
pace.” You can say that again. 

I've always wondered what the 
teachers heard regarding the guidelines set 
by the Calgary Board of Education, so I 
talked to a teacher who works in the public 
system to find out. Not surprisingly, he 
responded by saying “Not much: I’ve 
talked to other teachers who said they’ ve 
received e-mails, and the odd write up, but 
basically all that was said to us is that there 
are people downtown, hired by the board to 
offer support to gay students and staff. I’ve 
never used the service myself, nor have I 
heard of anyone going; I'd almost be afraid 
to. I mean what could they say?” Point 
taken. In his opinion the board is “at least 


.trying to make the schools in Calgary a 


better place for gay students, but they 
certainly aren’t moving in leaps and 
bounds.” 

Richard, who happens to be the drama 
teacher at his school, has had several 
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students come out to him, mostly after the 
fact. “Some of my students know about my 
partner. I mean, I’ve had cast parties and 
such at my condo and there is only one 
bedroom and one bed, if you get what I 
mean.” 

I also decided to talk to Jay Hood, a 
notorious individual among mainstream 
media in Canada as the voice for gay youth. 
Jay played a key role in getting these 
guidelines active in Calgary’s public 
schools. I talked to him about what his 
feelings were regarding the pace at which 
things were happening. He responded by 
saying “initially the intention of the board 
was to implement these guidelines with 
much more intensity than they have. The 
board was hit hard with complaints and 
concerns from many parent groups and 
religious organizations. This pretty much 
watered down the speed in which things 
were supposed to happen”. Heaven forbid 
that the guidelines might teach children to 
be open-minded. 

You may have come to the same 
conclusion I have by now: things haven’t 
changed much in the short year-and-a-half 
since the guidelines were implemented. 
However, some of you might be quite 
impressed with the amount of acceptance 
that there is in Calgary’s schools. It’s 
probably pretty good compared to what 
many experienced in years past. 
Nonetheless, we are still far from where we 
could be in regards to proper education 
about human sexuality in our schools. 
We’re at a point in society where such 
things as “gay” schools pop up in larger 
centres but, in all honesty, is segregation the 
best solution? Doesn’t this scenario sound 
awfully familiar? Ultimately I believe that, 
regardless. of circumstance, we all have to 
learn to get along. Whether that means 
better education about diverse cultures and 
lifestyles, or just a little basic compassion, I 
know we can eventually get to a place ~ 
where labels are no longer needed, and we 
are who we are. Knowledge is power.

RESERVATIONS ACCEPTED 


Limited Resource 


For Kevin Marriott of the Rainbow 
Pride Resource Centre, it’s all a matter 
of custom. Unfortunately. Since the 
centre opened its doors August 24, 
Marriott and his staff have been caught 
up in ‘bureaucratic’ red tape thanks to 
Canada Customs. Of Marriott’s initial 
videotape stock order (255 items), 
eighty-three were seized for review by 
Customs on the grounds of indecency. 
Once this ruling was appealed by 
Rainbow Resource, thirty of the seized 
titles (all deemed “acceptable” material 
and available through other Canadian 
outlets) were returned for use as 
approved store stock. 

Marriott stresses that the material 
contained within these thirty tapes was 
“tame by anyone’s standards” and that 
“it just seemed so random.” 

The remaining fifty-three 
videotapes are not up for appeal from 
seizure, despite the fact that seven of 
these titles are currently available 
elsewhere in Canada. cle Gone 
understand,” says Marriott, “I want to 
bring this stuff in legally and 
aboveboard but they [Canada Customs] 
are making this very difficult.” 

Marriott’s situation bears more than 
a passing resemblance to the Little 
Sisters court case currently under appeal 
to the Supreme Court, based on the issue 
of unfair Customs practices. 
Interestingly, a lawyer representing 
Little Sisters has been faxed information 
on the Rainbow Resource incidents for 
possible use as an example of ongoing 
discrimination of gay and_ lesbian 
businesses by Canada Customs. 

Despite his experiences to date, 
Marriott. is determined not to be 
discouraged by what he believes is an 
unfair and biased system. “I may be on 
some sort of blacklist now,” he says, 
“but I'll still keep trying. I believe that 


members of the gay and _ lesbian 
community, as adults, have a right to 
view and consume whatever they want, 
provided it doesn’t conflict with the 
established guidelines. So far nothing 
they’ve seized has fallen into the 
category of ‘illegal material’. I just have 
to stay focused and determined.” 

When asked what the community 
could do to assist Rainbow Resource in 
reaching its goal, Marriott replied 
“there’s no need for a letter-writing 
campaign or anything at this point in 
time. Right now the best thing to do is 
support the store, and by doing so, 
support the cause.”

With a population of nearly eighteen 
million, Australia is one of the world’s 
most urbanized countries, with about 
seventy percent of the population living in 
its ten largest cities. 
Most of them are 
concentrated along the 
eastern seaboard and 
the south-eastern 
corner of this unique 
and fascinating 
continent.

The popularity 
of Australia with 
international gay 
and lesbian travellers 
is growing year by year. 


It is a land of 
contrasts, with a variety of sights, sounds 


and smells to enjoy. As an English- 
speaking enclave on the border of Asia, it 
offers North American visitors a safe and 
friendly destination with a level of service 
and protection that rivals Europe. 

It boasts world-famous beaches with 
the accompanying ambiance that we have 
come to expect (including its famous 
sharks, who are regarded by Australians 
much like bears are regarded by hikers in 
western Canada). It is a land of contrasts, 
not only geographically but also in terms of 
flora and fauna; where else could you find 
such a cute animal, the koala bear (which is 
not a bear at all) under attack from a 
vicious strain of yeast-like infection 
apparently brought into Australia via 
Mardi Gras or one of Australia’s famous 
“raves” or “Sleaze Balls”. It offers 
sophisticated and modern cities with all 
their associated amenities, including 
cultural, sporting and recreational activities 
with a unique “down under” flair. It also 
provides visitors with extensive open 
spaces of wilderness, and a glimpse at a 
rugged, almost pioneer way of life in its 
sparsely settled outback regions. 


Australians have a uniquely relaxed 
“she’ll be right” attitude about life, 
promoted by a climate which is conducive 
to an extensive array of outdoor activities 
and long, extended holidays. Major 
Australian tourist destinations include the 
Great Barrier Reef 
(with Cairns as its 

gay and lesbian 
centre); the Gold 
Coast resort area 
of Queensland

Canberra, Australia’s 
elaborately planned

worth a visit, especially to see their very 
controversial national parliament building. 
Close by are the Blue Mountains and 
Australia’s famous Alps, with their winter 
ski resorts and the two state capitals of 
Sydney and Melbourne. Further along is 
south Australia and the beautiful state 
capital of Adelaide. 
Although Canadians typically view 
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Going down... under 


Australians as kindred souls in the British 
Commonwealth, the truth is that Australia 


is very multicultural. Four out of ten 
Australians are immigrants or the first 
generation children of immigrants, and the 
fastest growing segment of the population 
(at least half) come from non-English- 
speaking backgrounds. 

All North American tourists require a 
visitor’s visa along with a current passport. 
Visitors will also be required to produce a 
return (on onward-passage) ticket or 
evidence of enough funds for the period of 
intended stay. Customs inspections are 
very strict, so be careful about what you 
bring: even a small amount of marijuana 
could land you in jail, and poppers might 
also cause you trouble. If you must carry 
drugs for medical reasons, bring a copy of 
doctors prescription. While 
censorship has eased, toys and porn may 
cause you problems (for example it is 
illegal to possess handcuffs). 

Australians use their own currency 
which has lost even more value against the 
U.S. dollar in the past months than the 
loonie. Although prices for accom- 
modation, food and personal gay

Canada, they have declined by more than 
ten percent in relation to our dollar since 
June. One potential financial savings is in 
regard to tipping: Australians are 
notoriously poor tippers, and on the 
continent this custom is rare. 

Because of Australia’s size, air travel 
is the fastest way to see the country. 
However, domestic fares are expensive, so 
if you have not arranged a package tour, it 
might be advisable to make any 
arrangements for domestic flights as part of 
your international ticket. 

Bus or coach travel is the best way to 
see the countryside if you are focusing on 
one area and there are companies that 
specialize in this sort of tour. 

Life for gays and lesbians in Australia 
is both diverse and unique (where else can 
you find a club for Jackaroos and 
Jillaroos?). Sydney’s gay zone is 
concentrated in the Darlinghurst area 
(much like the gay ghettos found in North 
America) while Melbourne’s gays and 
lesbians are scattered throughout the city.

Positive Action, a group of HIV-positive 
individuals engaged in networking, advocacy, 
and providing programming feedback to the 
agency, is in the process of organizing a 
Women’s Support Network for HIV-positive 
women. AIDS Calgary also has a very active 
youth outreach program (YouthXChange), 
which offers services to street-involved youth, 
as well as partnership with the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Services Association in 
the Men’s Project, which serves and informs 
the gay and bisexual communities. 

As the gay community knows, the face of 
HIV in Canada is changing. Although still 
over half of all HIV-positive individuals in 
Canada are gay and bisexual men, HIV is 
increasing in new areas. We are seeing more 


women becoming infected. We are also seeing 
HIV increase in other populations such as 
Aboriginal people, intravenous drug users and 
a new generation of young gay and bisexual 
men. In addition, new drugs and drug 
therapies are allowing people living with 
HIV/AIDS to live longer and more productive 
lives. This can bring with it new and different 
eee such as re-entering the workforce 
ter a long absence, trying to eat nutritionally 
yn a drug regimen and living with drug 
fects. 
Even though HIV/AIDS is no longer seen 
“4 gay disease,” AIDS Calgary 
nowledges the deep support it has received 
the years from the gay community. If it 
‘t. been for this ongoing commitment in 
face of adversity—providing resources, 
support,.and hundreds of volunteers—the 
disease could not have been as well-managed 
by the community as it has been. We have
